Dear Editor: 

In answer to a letter last 
week, i.e., “Mr. Warren,” I 
wish to give “proper credit” 
to this subject. 

Since Warren’s appoint¬ 
ment as Chief Justice 01 the 
Supreme Court (1953) he 
has supported the Commu- 
ni.st position to the tune of 
62 cases. 

In 19.56-58, Warren sup¬ 
ported the Communist po¬ 
sition in 41 cases out of 52. 

Under Warren’s “sweep¬ 
ing accomplishments” the 
court nullified the Sedition 
laws of 42 states, which aid¬ 
ed the Communist move¬ 
ment by denying the gov¬ 
ernment the right to dis¬ 
charge federal employees 
with Communist activities, 
also those in the govern¬ 
ment who participated in 
Communist front organiza¬ 
tions in America.
